Sonator Cullom Wants the Sloux Cley
and FPaolflc 10 Construot s
Original Line,

The Bl introduced by Senator Cullom
proposes to amend the act of July 2, 1884,
for the comstruction of a railrond from
the Missour: river to the Pacific occan.
The bill recites the passage in 1802 of an
act one section of which provided for
granting bonds and lands for the con-
struction of the north branch of the
Union Pacitic railroad, from Sioux City
wostward to the 100th meridian, and the
lubmqnont&mmgo in 1864 of anamenda
tory aet at the requoest of several of the
Northwestorn states and territories, the
apirit and intent of which was that the
iroposed branch should connect with the
Inion Pacifio railroad at a point beyond
the 100th Meridian, But this north
branch has never been constructed west-
ward from Sioux City as contemplated by
the two nots passed, the last of which de-
olared the grants made forfeited if the
rond uhuul&‘ not bebuiltin ten years, This
time has expired. Railroads have, how-
